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BRITISH TRADE WITH AUSTRALASIA : 
Visit to the United Kingdom of H.M. Trade Commissioners. 


Arrangements have been made by the Board of Trade for the 
temporary return to this country, early next year, of His Majesty’s 
Trade Commissioners in Australia (Mr. C. Hamilton Wickes) and 
New Zealand (Mr. G. H. F. Rolleston) with a view to visiting the 
principal industrial centres of the United Kingdom, and giving 
British manufacturers and merchants an opportunity of consulting 
them with regard to trade conditions and openings in the Dominions 
referred to. Chambers of Commerce and other representative com- 
mercial associations desirous of arranging for such visits should place 
themselves in communication with the Director of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., before the end of January next if possible. Arrange- 
ments have been made for the carrying on of the work of the Trade 
Commissioners’ offices at Melbourne and at Wellington as usual 
during-the absence of the Commissioners in this country. 

One of the principal duties of His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners 
is to report to the Board of Trade promptly, and if possible in 
advance, any opportunities which may arise in the Dominions in the 
form of contracts open to tender, or in any other way for the develop- 
ment of British trade. ‘The Commissioners also report to the Board 
periodically on the nature and extent of foreign competition and other 
matters of,commercial interest, including changes in Customs duties 
and regulations, financial and trade conditions, changes in regard to 
means of transport, and legislation affecting trade and commerce ; and 
thev furnish periodically lists of probable buyers of Huropean 
goods in the Dominions. A_ good deal of the information 
so furnished is published by the Board’s Intelligence Branch 
in the weekly ‘“ Board of Trade Journal,” some is communi- 
cated to Chambers of Commerce likely to be specially interested 
and to those British tirms whose names are inscribed in the 
Special Register of the Intelligence Branch, and some—e.y., lists of 
names of traders at particular places, detailed Customs regulations 
affecting particular matters, and similar information of limited 
interest —is filed at the Intelligence Branch for the information of 
persons interested who apply, either personally or by letter. 

The 'Trade Commissioners also reply directly to all enquiries which 
may be addressed to them directly by British merchants and 
manufacturers. ‘The number of these direct enquiries is increasing 
rapidly, but it is generally desirable that enquiries should be made 
through the Commercial Intelligence Branch (73, Basinghall Street, 
E.C.), which is often in possession of the information sought and 
is thus in a position to save the enquirer much delay. 
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HANDBOOK OF THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE 
BRANCH OF THE BOARD OF TRADE, 


The Board of Trade have issued a new edition of the Handbook 
to their Commercial Intelligence Branch, the first edition of which was 
published in December, 1906. 

The Handbook explains the object for which the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch was originally formed, and enumerates, under 
general headings, the subjects on which the Branch is prepared to 
supply information to British manufacturers and traders, on enquiry, 
either personally or by letter. Particulars will be found in it of the 
sundry samples on view at the Branch, of manufactured articles and 
raw products likely to be of interest to British manufacturers. It 
also contains lists of the principal official returns, trade directories, &c. 
which may be consulted at the Branch; and lists of the British 
Chambers of Commerce established in foreign countries, and of the 
Colonial Trade Enquiry Offices in the United Kingdom. 

The Handbook further contains a statement as to the duties of the 
Trade Commissioners who have been appointed by the Board of 
Trade in Canada, Australia, New Zealand, and the Union of South 
Africa, and a list of the local Trade Correspondents in British 
Colonies, together with information as to the work of His Majesty’s 
cme neg Attachés and Consular Officers and their relation to the 

ranch. 

Attention is particularly directed to the system which has been 
adopted for supplying confidential information* (chiefly as to openings 
abroad for British trade) to firms whose names are inscribed in a 
‘Special Register” kept in the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 
Information of the nature referred to is circulated to firms on the 
Register as received, but the Branch is always prepared to deal with 
applications from firms for specific information in the interests of 
British trade, whether the applicants’ names are enrolled on the 
Register referred to or not.

The Board of Trade desire to direct the particular attention of 
manufacturers and merchants who may wish to address enquiries 
to H.M. Consular Officers on trade matters in foreign countries, 
to the advisability of addressing such communications to those 
Officers by their official designations, and not by their names. The 
adoption of the latter course is liable to involve considerable incon- 
venience to enquirers, owing to changes in the Consular staff. The 
Board also desire to point out that much delay will often be avoided 
by enquirers addressing their applications in the first instance to the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 78, Basinghall 
Street, London, E.C., as in many cases the Intelligence Branch will 
be already in possession of the required information.

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BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


British Guiana.—It appears from the Report of the Comptroller of 
Customs at Georgetown on the Trade and Shipping of British 
Guiana for the year ended 31st March, 1910, that the share of the 
United Kingdom in the import trade of the colony in that year was 
nearly 47 per cent., the value amounting to 3,987,940 dollars (about 
831,000/.). There was a decline in the imports of haberdashery, 
millinery, linens, cottons, woollens, and manures. 

The United States of America stands second as a supplier of the needs 
of the Colony, the value of the imports from that country in 1909-10 
being 2,310,019 dollars (about 481,000/.) or 27 per cent. of the total 
import trade. The principal articles of supply were foodstuffs, 
tobacco in leaf. machinery, linen, cotton and woollen goods, and oils. 
United States firms are paying more attention to the British Guiana 
market for manufactured goods, and travellers from New York visit 
British Guiana in fairly large numbers every year in the endeavour to 
build up trade. The British manufacturer is very partial to the 
method of soliciting orders by means of catalogues, and travellers 
from the United Kingdom are not nearly so numerous as from North 


America. 
* * * * 


Switzerland —The following information is from the report by H.M. 
Vice-Consul at Zurich (Mr. J.C. Milligan) on the trade of Switzerland 
in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 


In the annual reports on the trade of Switzerland during the last 
twelve years, reference has frequently been made to two important 
factors in Swiss commerce so far as the United Kingdom is concerned, 
namely, that Switzerland is a favourable market for British goods, 
and that the United Kingdom is the best customer for Switzerland’s 
exports of silk and cotton manufactures (not including embroidery), 
condensed milk and chocolate. It is, therefore, only necessary to 
refer briefly to these two points in favour of an increase in the 
exports of British goods to this country. 

In connection with the assertion that there is an opening for more 
trade from the United Kingdom to Switzerland than has hitherto 
been the case, it is thought that British manufacturers and traders 
under-estimate the commercial importance of this country. Although 
it is true that, in point of area and resident population, the country is 
small, yet it cannot be denied that her trade with the markets of the 
world is increasing, and in 1909 reached the considerable value of 
108,000,000/., thus surpassing in value the trade of other coun- 
tries of greater extent and larger population. It should not be for- 
gotten that Switzerland does not to any considerable extent import 
manufactures for re-exportation; the only imports approaching this 
description are unfinished cotton textures which are embroidered in 
the country and then re-exported. Her purchases of manufactures, 
therefore, are all the more important, since they are almost ex- 
clusively for home consumption. 

The imports into Switzerland from Germany of finished goods in 
1909 amounted to 59 per cent. of the total purchases from foreign 
countries. The general impression is that Germany’s trade to 
Switzerland is so extensive because she sends mostly cheap classes of 
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goods, but this is altogether an erroneous idea. The demand in 
Switzerland for goods of high quality and for articles of luxury 
has gradually increased during the last few years in consequence of 
the steady commercial progress of the country. | 

The imports of cotton goods from the United Kingdom into Switzer- 
land are satisfactory (in 1909 they reached a value of 2,002,700/.), 
but there are many other classes of merchandise, notably machinery, 
leather goods, woollen, linen and cotton ready-made goods, woollen 
carpets, porcelain and china, plated, copper and brass goods, and paper 
goods, in which the share of the United Kingdom is somewhat insig- 
nificant as compared with the total value of the imports. 

It has sometimes been asserted that the Swiss import duties and 
the rates of freight from the United Kingdom to Switzerland are pro- 
hibitive when compared with those to which the imports from other 
countries are subject. The customs returns for 1909 show that the 
aggregate duty on the imports from all countries of the goods 
mentioned above only amounted to 6 per cent. of the value imported, 
and as the United Kingdom enjoys most-favoured nation treat- 
ment, she is no worse off than other countries in this respect. As 
regards the expenses of freight, the charges for manufactured goods 
from Manchester, Bradford or Leeds to Basle or Zurich are no higher 
than those from Berlin or Bremen; and merchandise from London 
can be sent via Antwerp to Basle at the rate of 7 fr. per 100 kilogs. 
for any quantity up to 10,000 kilogs. 

H.M. Vice-Consul again recommends to the consideration of British 
traders the suggestions which he has from time to time offered as to 
the manner in which British trade with Switzerland might be 
improved. A personal investigation of the requirements of the Swiss 
market, either by the principals of firms or by their representatives, 
is most desirable. There are Many firms who send their travellers to 
Germany, France, Austria-Hungary and Italy; a visit to the 
principal centres of trade in Switzerland (Zurich, Basle and Geneva) 
might well be included at little extra expenditure of time and money. 
The representatives might first call on the British Consular officers in 
these towns, who would be able to assist them by giving information 
as to the principal firms engaged in their branches of commerce. 
Season tickets available for 14 days on the Federal railways can be 
obtained at very reasonable cost. In 1909 only 61 British commercial 
travellers visited Switzerland, a number quite out of proportion to the 
extent of the Swiss imports. If, however, it is not possible to send 
travellers, the appointment of Swiss agents, able to correspond in 
English, would be the most likely way of securing a better share of 
the trade. 

The principal towns visited by commercial travellers in 1909 were 
Basle, Zurich, Geneva, St. Gall, Berne, Lausanne, Lucerne, Winterthur, 
La Chaux de Fonds, and Bienne. 

A further aid to the development of British trade in Switzerland 
would be the sending of price lists and circulars in French or 
German. In the great majority of instances in which catalogues in 
the English language are sent no results are to be expected. Price 
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lists should be compiled with the weights and measurements given in 
kilogs. and metres and the prices quoted in francs, the latter including 
duty and freight to destination. It is almost useless to send price 
lists giving English weights, measures and currency. Switzerland, 
in common with the rest of the Continent, is accustomed to the metric 
system, and British traders will do well to adapt themselves to foreign 
customs in this respect if they wish to increase their trade.

Mexico.—T'he British Vice-Consul at Guadalajara (Mr. P. G. Holms) 
reports that complaint is made by Mexicans and foreigners residing 
in Mexico that British trade catalogues, and especially machinery 
catalogues, do not always contain gross and net weights and dimen- 
sions. He also points out that catalogues giving “list prices,” 
susceptible of modification through a system of discounts, are useless 
unless there is sent with them the “ private discount sheet,’ since 
without this it is impossible for the prospective purchaser to arrive 
at the true prices of goods. 

When possible, catalogues sent to Mexico should be in both English 
and Spanish. As a general rule, engineers in Mexico are of Anglo- 
Saxon origin, while those for whom they work may very probably be 
either Spanish or Mexican. 

British manufacturers would do well to bear in mind that, in cor- 
respondence between Mexico and the United Kingdom, at least one 
month must elapse between the despatch of an enquiry and the receipt 
of a reply, whereas between Mexico and the United States only a few 
days need elapse. It is therefore desirable that British catalogues 
should be even fuller and more precise in their information than the 
trade literature issued by United States firms. (28,247.)

Republic of Honduras.—In a report on the commercial conditions 
of the Republic of Honduras, compiled by the Honduran Consul at 
Mobile (U.8.A.), attention is drawn to the fact that the customs 
duties on merchandise are assessed on the gross weight. All mer- 
chandise, therefore, should be packed as lightly as possible, for the 
weight of the wrapping and all outside packing is included in the 
weight of the goods in assessing duty. At the same time the 
packing must be capable of standing the rough handling and the 
strain incident to the transport of the goods on the backs of mules 
into the interior. All shipments for inland destinations should 
weigh from 100 to 125 lbs. to the package, about the ordinary weight 
placed upon a mule’s back. 

Commercial travellers in Honduras are not required to pay a 
licence. Owing to the long distance from the ports to places in the 
interior, and to the difficulty of transportation, it requires some time 
for merchandise to reach its destination. Credit needs to be given 
for a period of seven or even nine months. Commercial travellers 
seeking to sell goods in Honduras should be familiar with the Spanish 
language and with Honduran customs.

some cases all the values are those declared by importers or 
exporters, as in the United Kingdom; in others they are based on 
an official schedule of values which is subjected to revision after 
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the close of each year, the values used in the current returns being 
those fixed in the. latest completed revision. In general, the values 
so fixed represent the level of prices in the preceding year. The 
countries adopting the system of official values annually revised 
are :—Austria-Hungary, Belgium, France, Italy, Spain, and (for 
imports) Germany and Switzerland. Exports from Switzerland 
are returned at ‘“ declared” values; and, since April, 1909, only about 
one-third of the exports from Germany have been returned at 
official values, the values of the remainder being “declared.” The 
figures in italics are based, wholly or mainly, on the prices of some 
earlier year than that under which they are shown. The values of 
the exports from Germany for the nine months ended September, 
1910, and for the ten months ended October, 1910, are based, in 
each case, partly on declared values and partly on the prices of the 
year 1909. 

In the case of Russia, Germany, Belgium, France, Switzerland, 
Italy, Austria-Hungary, Egypt, Japan, Canada, and the United 
Kingdom, the import figures given in the above summaries 
represent imports for home consumption. In all cases the export 
figures are intended to represent exports of domestic produce. 
In most cases, however, they include a certain amount of 
‘‘nationalised” goods, t.e., goods originally imported for consump- 
tion, and which, if dutiable, have been charged with duty, but 
which are subsequently re-exported.

ELECTRIC SMELTING OF IRON ORE IN NORWAY. 


With reference to previous notices in the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” relative to the electric smelting of iron ore in Norway, H.M. 
Consul at Christiania (Mr. E. F. Gray) has furnished some further 
particulars on the subject. The four principal undertakings in Norway 
interested in the electrical smelting of iron ore are as follows :— 

1. The Tinfos Paper Mills, near Notodden, in Telemarken (see 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of 7th July, p. 35). The process used by 
the Company owning these mills is stated on the one hand to be the 
invention of Messrs. Blakstad, Holta & Company, of Skien, and on 
the other of an engineer named Bie-Lorentzen. It is stated that 
experiments have been conducted since January last with such success 
that the Directors of the Company have now decided to erect modern 
works for electric smelting in connection with foundries and steel- 
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works, employing up to 15,000 h.p. of energy from an electric power 
station now under construction at Hitterdal Lake, where quays and 
warehouses are ‘also to be built; 5,000 h.p. are to be available by 
next summer, and the remainder by 1912. 

Mr. O. H. Holta, of Skien, is stated to be the promoter of the 
undertaking, but communications regarding it should be addressed 
to the Tinfos Papirfabrik, Notodden, Norway. 

2. The ‘‘ Aktieselskabet Hardanger Elektriske Jern-og Staalverk,” at 
Odda, Hardanger (see “ Board of Trade Journal” of 20th October, 
p. 135). Here is employed the Swedish Grénwall method, of which 
the patent for Norway is held by the Norwegian Electro Metal 
Company. The power for these works will be derived from the 
Tysse Falls. The estimates for the equipment of the works provide 
for two blast furnaces of 2,900 h.p. (one of these to be held in 
reserve), one steel furnace of 800 h.p., and rolling mills with a 
producing capacity of 6,800 tons of billets. ‘These last, it is calculated, 
could be delivered at British ports at a price of about 8/. per ton. If 
the works are extended to 14,000 h.p. the production is put at 
25,840 tons of billets.

3. The “ Nordenfjeldske Grubecompagni,” Trondhjem. This company 
intends to employ the Lyons method used at Heroult, California. It 
is stated that the company intend next spring to erect, probably in 
the north of Norway, a furnace similar to the Heroult furnaces. 
Mr. Boholm, the manager of the company, is understood to have 
acquired considerable iron deposits and waterfalls in the Tromsé 
district, and it is thought that the furnace will be erected in that 
neighbourhood, if not near Trondhjem (see “ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 13th October last, p. 93).

4. The Ulefos Ironworks. Here the methods and patents of the Tinfos 
Paper Mills and of Mr. Bie Lorentzen, and also the patents of the Norwe- 
gian Electro Metal Company may be used. Satisfactory trials are said 
to have been made, and plant for a second electric smelting furnace has 
been ordered and is expected to be at work shortly. The electric 
furnace now being used is supplied with power from the Fehn Mines 
power staticn. In future, power is to be derived from a new 
reservoir near the works which is now approaching completion. 
The water power of the Eidsfos and the Vrangfos Falls has been 
acquired for the same purpose, and is being kept in reserve for future 
extensions of the works.

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RESTORATION OF PRIVATE ESTATES IN JAVA TO 
THE STATE DOMAIN. 


‘ With reference to the notice on p. 631 of 3lst March last, the 
Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of copy and 
translation of a Dutch law, which was passed on the-7th November, 
providing for the restoration under certain circumstances to the State 
Domain of private estates in Java. The operative section of the 
law is as follows :—, 

1. It may be declared by ordinance that general interests require 
that one or more private estates in Java should be restored wholly or 
partially to the State Domain. 

2. If subsequently to this declaration it transpires that the owner- 
ship of the lands or parts of lands so designated cannot be acquired 
by friendly agreement, the transfer of title shall be ordered by 
judicial sentence, which shall also fix the compensation to be paid to 
the owner. 

3. The title shall only pass after payment of the compensation. 

4, A General Ordinance shall regulate what is further necessary 
for the execution of these provisions. 





CUSTOMS REFUNDS ON RE-EXPORTS. 


The Board of Trade desire to direct attention to a Parliamentary 
Paper recently issued by them entitled ‘‘ Customs Refunds on Re- 
exports—British and Foreign ” (Reference No. Cd. 5,456; price 3d.), 
which contains a summary of the replies received to a circular 
addressed at the instance of the Board of Trade to H.M. Commissioners 
of Customs and Excise, the Government of India, the Governors of 
Self-Governing Dominions, the Governors and Commissioners of 
Crown Colonies and Protectorates, and H.M. Representatives in 
Foreign Countries, relative to the practice in the United Kingdom 
and abroad, in respect of the Refund of Customs Duties paid on goods 
imported and subsequently re-exported without entering into local 
consumption. 

The questions contained in this circular were as follows :— 

(1.) What facilities are accorded to importers to examine consign- 
ments of imported goods while they are under Customs control and 
before duty has been paid ? 

Note.—In the case of the circular sent to H.M. Representatives in 
Foreign Countries, the following clause formed part of this question : 
‘‘and whether greater facilities in this respect are offered in some 
Customs Houses than in others.” 

(2.) In the event of its being decided as the result of such 
examination to re-export the whole or a portion of a consignment, is 
Customs duty exacted on goods which are thus re-exported without 
leaving the control of the Customs Authorities ? 

(3.) In what circumstances is duty which has been paid refunded 
in respect of goods which have been cleared through the Customs and 
afterwards re-exported in consequence of the refusal of the consignee 
to accept delivery or for some other reason ? 

The replies have in every case been summarised in the Return in 
the form of brief answers to the respective questions. 
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TARIFF CHANGES 


AND CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 
BRITISH INDIA (MADRAS). 


The Board of Trade have received, through the India Office, copy of 
Rules which have been prescribed by the Govern- 
ment of Madras regarding the free entry into the 
Presidency of unmanufactured foreign tobacco 
imported for the manufacture of cigars intended 
for export to foreign ports. 

Under these Rules, it is stated that application 
for permission to manufacture cigars in bond for export to foreign 
ports and to remove from the Customs house free of duty unmanu- 
factured foreign tobacco for use in such manufacture must be made to 
the Chief Customs Authority (Board of Revenue, Separate Revenue), 
Madras, and applicants must furnish satisfactory evidence that their 
export trade in cigars is of sufficient importance to warrant the grant 
of such permission.

A train consisting of a motor car and two or three 
trucks carries about 12 tons, and covers the 90 miles between Julfa, 
on the Russian frontier, and Tabriz in 14 hours, The carrying 
capacity of the motor cars and trucks is not more than 200 tons a 
month, while about 56,000 tons of merchandise pass along the 
Tabriz road annually. A passenger motor service also has been 
maintained along the road since March last, and up to the middle of 
September 1,600 passengers had been carried. (C. 9,447.)

Last autumn the price of the raw material rose, and manu- 
facturers have been obliged to raise their prices by 5 per cent. 
Steps are now being taken with a view to bringing about a curtail- 
ment of output on the part of all the factories.

The third volume will contain a classification on the basis followed 
in Volumes I. and II. of the “Annual Statement” for 1908 and 
earlier years. 

It may be noted that for 1909 (and following years), the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports 
and countries of final destination for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given 
as mentioned above, on the same basis as those hitherto published in 
the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace 
the details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a 
further limited period.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &c. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected 
matters, are placed on a special Register at the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread 
approval, as evidenced by the steady increase in the number of names 
so registered. Formerly no charge was made for admission to the 
Register, the only requirement being subscription to the “ Board of 
Trade Journal.” The great increase in the number of names inscribed, 
and in the amount of information distributed has, however, rendered 
it necessary to make a small charge for the service, and accordingly 
firms desirous of utilising this source of information are now (since 
Ist April, 1910) required to pay an annual fee of one guinea to the 
Accountant General, Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W.., 
for the service, including the supply of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
instead of merely subscribing to the ‘‘ Journal,” as previously, through 
the Government Sale Agents. British firms who wish to have their 
names registered should apply in writing to the Director, 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
for the necessary form of application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as 
heretofore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1909, 1,104 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 51,816) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, the 
Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time.
